THE GROWTH OF LONDO 
100 Years Ago:.and Now. 


We have just heard eome 
interesting specalations about the 
Landon of tho.future: what this 


{great Metropotia may be and what 


it mas leok ike fity years hence, 
states a writer in the Odverver. 
Few of us, perbapa, stop to think 
what it «aa like in tha past, and 
how it has grown to its position 
to-day. Since the first known 
settlemént it bas taken London 
twenty centuries to reach its 
present state—the London we 
know to-day with its twenty-nine 
boroughs, ita maze of streets and 
traffic, its stately buildings and 
parks, acd its miles upon miles of 
shops ard houses. 

Noone can tellus more about 
its growth than Mr W. R. 
Davidge, late Housing . Com- 
missioner for the London area, 
and formerly for many Fears & 
district surveyor in London. He 
is jast back from India, where he 
has been advising the Government 
+on thetown-planning and develop- 
ment of Bombar, and when oor 
tepresentative saw bim vesterday 
at his office above The Londan 
Society. at 27, Abingdon-street, he 
was looking out upon London 
with new exes for its beauties. 

“The firs: thing that strikes 
one,” he said. “is the enormous 
growth of Landon during the past 
century as cornpared with that of 
the eighteen centuries that pre- 
ceded it. In the last hundred 
years the Metropolis bas shot out 
arms in all directions, the length 
of these arms varying from tin to 
twelve or aven fourteen miles. 

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 

“A bondred year3 ago London 
reached barely as far as Hyde 
Park in the west, and ontr as far 
porth a3 Bloomsbury, and as far 
east as Stepney. South of the 
river there was practically no 
buildings outsite the Borough of 
Southwark, and it will ba remem- 
bared -that the coaching inns 
which provided the rapid transit 
of those days were situsted either 
in the Borough High-stree: or 
somewhere along the length. of 
Holborn. 

“Compared with other cities 
the devalopment of London has 
been very haphazard. Noregular 
plan of growth has ever been 
officially carried out althouzh 
The London Society has put for- 
ward a skeleton plan in which 
the main arteries and railway 
communications have been most 
carefully considered.” For the 
moment all that is being done is 
that the Ministry of Transport 
and the London County Cauncil 
are combining in the construction 
of one or two arterial roads off? 
lesser importance, with a view

time being constructed 


principally to finding work for the 
unemployed. If the development 
of London is to be provided for 
efficianthy the first essential is a 
comprehensive development plan 
and the use of town-planning 
powers. 

ROMAN LONDON, 

“The six Roman roada running 
to London have been absorbed in 
the general system of London 
streets, and their identity is 
almostlos!. But even to-day the 
long, straight line of the Edware- 
road, the Shooters ITill-road. and 
the Clapham-road point to their 
Roman crigir. 

“London began in Ro.nao dars 
asa fortified camp in the neigh- 
bourhood where now stands 
Cannon-street Station, and about 
the year A.D. 396 the City was 
first enclosed by walls. With its 
Open spaces a bowshot outside 
the walls, which io later times 
formed the City liberties, its area 
then, a5 now, was approximately 
& square mile. 

The streets of the square mile 
are, still substantially the same 
asintbe old walled city, and one 
can still trace the lina af the old 
wall from Ludga'e aluag the 
Old Bailey to Newgate and 
Aldersgate, and thence slong

Cripplegate. and Moorgate, which 
in the middle agés led out to the 
moors, then Bishopszate and on 
to Aldgate and the Tower.

THE MONASTIC MIDDLE AGES, 
“In medieval days . the 
monastic life of Lendan con- 
stituted a most important part 
of its everyday. ~ existence, 
Wohitefriars and the Temple;

John, , the Greyfriars, the 
Augustinian or Austin Friars, the

Sir 
Christopher. Wren produced a 
great plan for rebuilding the City, 
but property owners were jesions 
of their rights and privileges, and 
the only part of the plan which 
was actually carried out was the 
construction of a riverside quay, 
farty feet in width throughont 
the whole length of the City from 
Blackfrisrs to the Tower. This 
‘New Quay’ for upwards of a 
century remained and = was 
much used by river. com- 
merce of the time, Little 
by Vittle, however, owing to 
encroahmenta caused by stacks 
of goods aod temporarr build- 
ings, itdisappaared in 1821 and a 
special Act of Parlament had to

A MASCULINE IDEAL. 

Saldiering fascinates a boy. It 
appeals to ane of his fundamental 
instincts, and whatever may be 
said and done by pacifists for him. 
its glamour can nover be deatroy- 
ed, So a cadet corps attracts 
him. To him the rifle and bay. 
onet, and the uniform, and the 
band, stand for a certain mascol- 
ine Heals. 

He joins, and because he j joins, 
the countre runs the risk af los- 
ing a recruit for the citizen army. 
Raving had no “little experience 
of soldiering, both as a youngster 
and an adult, I shall noteasily be 
convinced that drill and discipline 
in themselves are anything bat 
distastefnt to a boy.

Pilferage Remedies. 


The magnitude of the pilferage 
evil has evoked sundry sugges- 
tions for combating the activities 
of the pilferers. Apparently the 
trouble is universal. <A little 
while ago acommission wag ap- 
pointed in Australia to investigate 
the problem. One English firm 
is reported to have obtained good 
results fram employing a force of 
watchmen. Anotherreport speaks 
of a watchman turnicg pilferer, 
as-coastguardmen used now and 
then to turn smuggters-- The 
Journal of the Huddersfield 
Chamber of Commerce, pointing 
to the extent of the evil, saya that 
“if all goods were.as much at the 
mercy of thieves as are ‘ goods in 
transit’ the business world would 
bave to put up its sbnt- 
ters.” But there is also this 
factor, “thatthe sight of means 
to do ill deeds’ makes ill 
deeds done.” This briogs 
us to the subject of indifferent 
packing, the use of old packing, 
the uge of old packing-cases and 
the like, which, being easily 
broken in handing, expose the 
contents to the covetous eye of 
the pilferer. ° Accordingly. the 
following suggestions for dealing 
with the present evil have been 
offered: (1.) Don’t use second- 
band cases uolegs they are strong 
and good and unless they contain 
articles not likely to attract 
thieves; (2.) see that all cases 
have good ends and that all nails 
ate properly clinched; (3.) bind 
all cases with strong hoop iron at 
ends and also around-middle; (4.3 
don’t use frail cases; and (é.) 
use only hoopiron that will stand 
the strair: of ordinary rough bend- 
ling. “Scrap” all soft hoop iron.

Peking. June 5. 


A letter received in Peking 
from Sianfu, dated May 16, gives 
information regarding Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevens, of the Chins Inland 
Mission. 

Kuoh Chien, the leader of the 
forces now besieging Fengsians. 
bas been a Government official, 
outlaw, brigacd and sgain Goven- 
ment official in turn, but is now 
again looked upon as a brigand 
Jeadar by the Chinese authorities. 
For some, years he served with 
the present Tuchun of 
Shensi acd then was outlawed 
apd has since vowed vengeance 
upon General Chen Shufan, 
After a number of sears of 
almost continuous fighting he 
surrendered to General Hast 
Lan-chow, who was in command 
of the troops seat from Fengtien 
and stationed in the Fengsiang 
district. Kuoh Chien’s surrender 
was accepted by the Certral Gov- 
‘ernment and he was given ao 
appointment as Military Com- 
mandant at Fengsiangfu. His 
surrender occured about Feb- 
ruary, 1919. ‘since then he has 
kept the peace. Hsu Lan-chow’s 
troops were recalled about a year 


- During February of this year 
-Kuoh Chien evidently had 
trouble with one of his sub- 
ordinates, @ man named. Lia 
Fa-tien, Aa his idea of 
the easiest way out of the troutle 
Kuob invited him to lanch and 
shot him. General. Chen then 
outlawed Kuob, whose right 
hand mao is's certain Major 
Wei, but the latter was a-close 
friend of Lin Fu-tien and fe said 
to have resented Kuob’s action.

A HOSTAGE FOR WEIS FATHER. 

Wei's next move wag to send 
for Mr. and Mrs. Stevens and tell 
them that they must save hia 
father’s life. My. Stevens replied: 
that he could not interfere with 
an affair of s political nature 
which did not concern him in 
any way. Wei replied that be 
would hold the life of Mr. 
Stevens forfeit for that of his 
father. Mr. Stevens was then 
forced to write a lettar to Mr, 
Shortock, of the Baptist Mission in 
Sian. explaining the situation and 
Mrs. Stevens was sent with the 
letter. A few li outside the city 
Mrs. Stevens reached the camp of 
Tuchun Chen's soldiers under the 
command of Colonel! Chang Fei- 
seng. On interviewing Colonel 
Chang, Mrs. Stevens was told that 
Wei’s father had been shot on the 
previous day. Mrs. Stevens arrived 
at Sian on May 3. When the 
Tuchun was first interviewed 
about the affair be clearly stated 
that wWei's father had been shot, 
but-later on he admitted that this 
was not so. Since then reliable 
information has been .received 
thatthe old man is in the bands 
of Colonel Chang, 

Several letters have been re- 
ceived from Mr. Stevens in which 
he states that he is kept closely 
guarded in the camp of Major 
Wei and is not allowed to return 
to his own housé though his cook 
is permitted to prepare his food 
and take ittohim. Mrs. Stevens 
is staying with Mr. and Mrs. 
Shorrock at Sianfu. 

THE CONDITION OF RELEASE. 

The situation is summed up ag 
follows :—The Tuchun holds 13 
relatives of Major Wei's men, 
including Wei’s father. Through

DEPLORABLE EXCESSES 
ADMITTED. . 

“That there have beer 
deplorable excesses I will not 
attempt to deny. Individuals 
working under conditions of 
extraordinary persons! daoger 
and strain, where they are io 
uniform and their adversaries 
mingle unrecognisable, smang 
the ordinary civilian population 
have undoubtedly been guilty of 
unjustifiable acts. 

“A certain number of un- 
desirables have got ‘into the 
corps, sod io the earlier days 
discipline in the novel and ex- 
acting conditions took some time 
to establish. 

.“But the Government has 
never ceased to press upon the 
Irish: administration and the 
military atid police heads the 
paramount importance they 
attached to the enforcement of 
the sternest discipline. ‘ : 

“ During the last threa months 
28 morobers of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary acd.135 members of 
the Auxiliary Division have been 
removed from the force as tbe 
result of prosecutions, while 203 
members of the R.LC. and 59 
members of the Auxiliary Division 
have been dismissed on the 
ground of their being unsuitable 
as members of the police force 
In addition two members of the 
RIC. and Auxiliary Divisionhave 
been sentenced by Court-martial.”
